Ambitious leaders having personal ends to serve 
may promise great worka in opposing the Truata, but the 
Republican Adminiatration can show resalts in punish- 
ing combinationa hnrtlal to the general welfare. 

Fifth— Progreasive legislation in behalf of the people. 

Again, the Repnblican party delivers the 
goods, as shown by the passage of the free al- 
cohol bill, the extension of the rural iree de- 
livery service, appropriations for the irrigation 
of arid lands, the opening of new reservations 
to homestead settlement, pushing the work on 
the Panama Canal, the construction of public 
Imildings, additional apj)ropriations for river 
and harbor work and the like. 

As ai^ainst these live issues the I )eiuocratie 
party ])re9euts only one proposition, namely, — 
Let's have a change ! The Democracy does not 
have at this day any vital proposition to offer 
to the voter>. It advocates only unrest and 
unstability. The Republican party has done 
its whole duty and the voters kimw it. and they 
also know as in the jiast the party will do its 
whole duty in the future.
